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BREEDING AND THE BOOKMAKERS 





As our annual Stallion Issue goes to press we are confronted with 
the most prosperous picture which the Thoroughbred breeding in- 
dustry has ever enjoyed. The prices for high class bloodstock have 
been little short of astronomical, the sales of the Woodward stock 
particularly having broken all records. The yearling sales of 1955 
strikingly illustrated the upward trend, Stallion books for 1956 have 
filled more rapidly than ever. 

By way of contrast breeders in England, the country which de- 
veloped the Thoroughbred breed and which for 150 years maintained 
a virtual monopoly of the world export trade, are anything but 
pleased with prospects in the “tight little isle’. Some of their pessi- 
mism stems from the failure of British horses to turn back foreign 
contenders for recent classic races. More serious and more funda- 
mental, however, are the low earning opportunities for British race- 
horses as compared with those for horses in other countries. 

The prosperity of the breeding industry rests squarely on the 
amount of money distributed in race track purses. The prices of 
yearlings, weanlings, broodmares and stud fees all depend on how 
much horses can earn when they get to the track. Purses in turn de- 
pend on the amount of money bet, on the size of the “handle” as it 
is called. One would therefore suppose that British purses would be 
ample since a higher percentage of the population in Britain plays 
the races than in any other country in the world. 

Bookmakers are the reason for the discrepancy. In England 
bookmakers have secured a strangle hold on racing. They own race 
tracks, horses, concessions, stallions, broodmares, stud farms and 
training quarters—as well as their places of business. A certain 
amount of money goes through the “tote”, but the lion’s share is 
handled by the bookmakers, many of whom pay “tote” prices plus 
10°%. Since purses are largely dependent on the percentage of “‘tote”’ 
money received by the track, the consequences are obvious. It has 
recently been calculated that because of low purses English owners 
contribute in entry fees about 40‘ of the money they run for, In 
France, on the other hand, where almost all betting is through pari- 
mutuel machines, owners contribute only 6% of the purse money. In 
New York state during 1955 owners contributed only $799,470. of 
the $9,502,010. distributed in purses or less than 1%. 

What has all this to do with American stallion and mare own- 


ers? A great deal. Because of modern transportation facilities Thor- 
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oughbred breeding, and racing as 
wéll, has become an international 
operation. We not only utilize 
blood lines from all over the 
world, but we also depend on 
them. The diversification of rac- 
ing conditions in different coun- 
tries has produced a consequent 
variation in transmittable racing 
abilities all of which are contri- 
buting to the excellence of the 
American Thoroughbred. The 
troubles of English breeders, who 
for so long have supplied this 
country with many of our most 
valuable strains, are also our 
troubles. Let us hope that a suc- 
cessful solution will soon be forth- 
coming.

In 1955, as a two-year-old, Hoop Band 
won 6 races. including the Alligator 
Handicap, was second in 5 and third 
in 2, in 21 starts, His earnings totaled 
$32,185 

Santa Anita 

Another Saturday (January 14) and 
another big day at Santa Anita. Co 
featured were El Encino Handicap at a 
mile and a quarter on the turf, and the 
1,\,-mile San Fernando Stakes. 

The grass event was for horses four 
years old and up and the Fernando ex- 
cluded all except four-year-olds. 

As the latter race carried $5,000 more 
in added money ($25,000) it must have 
been the feature. 

Sunnyside Stable’s 
the surprise winner, with the favored 
Traffic Judge taking second place 
Honeys Alibi and Golden Land were next 
in line 

Jackie Westrope got Beau Busher to 
the front at the break and kept the lead 
to the end. When Traffic Judge made 
his big move coming to the stretch. 
Beau Busher made a bigger one. He 
galloped out from a margin of one length 
to a safety factor of three lengths at 
the wire. 

Traffic Judge carried 122 pounds, Beau 
Busher 118. 

The winner, by Mr. Busher, from Late 
Date, by Hourless, paid a muteul of $41.- 
90. The race was the medium of his first 
1956 start 

Last year, when he was a three-year 
old, Beau Busher won $63.200 by coming 
in first twice, second 3 times and third 
3 times in 13 tries

It was a mild surprise when Neva T. 
rushed up to grab the prize in the Santa 
Ynez Stakes, on January 11. She paid 
$13 in the mutuels. C. T. Chenery’s 
Scansion had been going well and was 
made the choice, and Llangollen’s Tipper 
went into the race undefeated. Scansion 
ran a dull race and ended up last in the 
field of eight. Tipper performed well 
enough but seemed slightly overmatched. 
She finished fourth. The race is six 
furlongs and is for three-year-old fillies. 

Mrs. Muriel L. got out in front early, 
and Yutta chased her all the way. Neva 
T, was slow in getting off. She was in 
sixth place with a quarter of a mile to 
go (The race was at three-quarters.) 

Coming around the turn, Neva T. be- 
gan passing horses and went by the two 
leaders just before hitting the wire, Mrs. 
Muriel L. was second, Yutta, third, and 
Tipper, fourth. 

The $10,350 she earned put Neva T.’s 
total for 1956 at $11,250. She has a 
second besides her win ,in 1956. 

Last year she collected $21,275 from 
5 wins, 1 second and 2 thirds in 16 starts.

THE EXPERIMENTAL FREE HANDICAP 


For two-year-olds of 1955——Three-year-olds of 1956 


For the fourth time in its 22-year his- 
tory the Experimental Free Handicap is 
headed by a Thoroughbred which did its 
racing under the famous light blue silks 
and brown cap of Cornelius V. Whitney 
Career Boy, a dark brown son of Phalanx 
bred and raced by the New York sports 
man, received top weight of 126 pounds 
among the young Thoroughbreds which 
raced as two-year olds in 1955 and will 
be aiming for The Triple Crown and 
other three-year-old classics in the com- 
ing racing season. The listing was com 
piled by Frank E. “Jimmy” Kilroe, 
handicapper and racing secretary of The 
Jockey Club and appeared in the Jan 
uary tenth issue of the club's official 
publication, The Racing Calendar. 

Second place in the weight is shared 
by Mrs. Anson A. Bigelow’s Nail and the 
D & H Stable’s eedles at 125 pounds 
apiece. Elmendorf’s Prince John, at 124, 
and E. Gay Drake’s Swoon's Son at 123, 
complete the top five in the ratings with 
only three pounds separating the quintet 
There is only one closer grouping of the 
top performers since the Experimental's 
inception in 1933 and that was when 
Whitney's Red Rain was the top weight 
amoung six thoroughbreds within a 3 
pound spread in 1935 

The weights scale down to a low of 
104 pounds and include 118 names, of 


which 28 are fillies. The total number 
weighted is 4 more than last season, 
but well under the record 130 set in 


1944. Tops among the fillies are Clai- 


borne’s Doubledogdare and Howell E 
Jackson's Nasrina, both assigned 116 
pounds. They are actually tied for sixth 
place on the list when the five pound 
filly allowance is considered. 

The Experimental, which is basically 
an expert’s opinion of how last year's 
juveniles will fare in the coming year’s 
races, was started in 1933 by Walter 
Spencer Vosburgh, but no list was pub- 
lished in 1934 following his death. John 
Blanks Campbell, assumed the task in 
1935 and continued it until his death in 
1954. Last season Kilroe drew up his 
first Experimental and assigned Summer 
Tan top weight of 128 and Nashau 127 

While the listings is of nationwide 
interests and is used as a guide by the 
Thoroughbred breeding industry, the Ex 
perimental is also an actual race. Run 
first in 1940 the unique racing event 
is annually the first stakes for three 
vear-olds on the New York program and 
is at the six furlong distance. 

Career Boy was foaled at his owner's 
Lexington, Ky. farm on May 11, 1953 
His sire, Phalanx, was 8th on the 1946 
Experimental with 122 pounds, and his 
dam, Swanky, is a full sister to First 
Flight, the Whitney filly which led the 
list with 126 pounds (131 with the allow- 
ance considered) the same season. He 
is spending the winter on the same farm 
where he was foaled and his trainer, 
Sylvester Veitch, recently said, ‘“‘He’s in 
fine shape. He has grown and filled out 
well and acts like he knew he was the 


topweight. He’s been jogging and gallop 
ing all along and will ship to the train 
ing grounds at Camden, S.C. in about 
2 weeks, After that, of course, his next 
stop is New York for the opening of the 
season on April 2.” 

Five unsuccessful starts preceded Car 
eer Boy’s first win, which came on the 
opening day of the 1955 Saratoga meet- 
ing, August 1. He came right back five 
days later to score his initial stakes suc- 
cess in the U.S. Hotel. He ran unplaced 
to Polly’s Jet in the Saratoga Special 
and then took his other '55 stakes victory 

Saratoga’s Grand Union Hotel. In his 
fifth race during the month-long meet 
ing at the Spa he lost to Needles in the 
Hopeful. 

Career Boy was then pointed for The 
Futurity. His next start was eight days 
before the big Belmont event and it 
may have been his best race of the vear 
Competing at six furlongs, he waited 
until two-thirds of the race was over 
before passing any of his seven oppon 
ents and then in the final quarter made 
up approximately ten lengths to win 

The Whitney colt will have to live up 
to his reputation in the coming season 
as the three colts closest in the weights 
all hold important decisions over him. 
Nail won The Futurity with Career Boy 
four lengths back in sixth place; Needles 
won the Hopeful with the Whitney colt 
three and a half lengths astern, and 
Prince John eked out a nose victory in

He’s her private 
chauffeur—her exercise rider, with or 
near her around the clock. And he thinks

When the horses arrived here recently, 
High Voltage and Misty Morn went al- 
most unnoticed, Any other time, they’d 
have received the big to-do given to 
champions.

Maryland Conversational 
Piece — Is “Old Hill- 
Top” To Be Scrapped? 





Snowdon Carter 

Winter weather may be causing idle 
chatter, or it may be that a deal is really 
in the works. But whatever the cause, 
there is no doubt that Pimlico is the big 
conversational piece in Maryland these 
days. 

Searcely a week goes by that another 
story isn’t heard about how the old 
Maryland Jockey Club course is to be 
scrapped, its dates being transferred to 
Laurel and Bowie 

Pimlico’s owners, the brothers Ben and 
Herman Cohen, take time out from their 
real estate (and television) business to 
deny each new report, but where there 
is SO great a pall of smoke musn’t there 
be just a litle fire‘ 

The most persistently repeated story 
is that Pimlico is to be purchased for a 
price of approximately $5.000.000. Laurel 
and Bowie are to split Pimlico’s annual 
33-day racing season, and for this each 
track is to pay $1,000.000 

The remaining $3.000.000 is to be gain- 


ed from the actual value of the track’s 
property which sits within a tightening 
vise of stores, hospitals and residential 
developments. 

Such a deal would give the Cohen 
brothers a $20,000,000 profit on a three- 
year investment. Courageous, indeed, 
would be the real estate operators who 
would reject such a bonanza simply to 
assure the maintenance of racing at its 
present Baltimore city site. 

But the deal is denied, both by the 
owners and the alleged purchasers. 

Said Ben Cohen, when questioned on 
the latest report: 

“We have had no offers for Pimlico 
and we've asked for none. There is no 
deal on the fire.” 

Said John Schapiro, Laurel's presiden:t 

“I don’t know anything about it.” 

Said a Bowie official: 

“The last rumor I heard was that Lou 
Pondfield (Pimlico’s vice-president and 
executive director) was trying to buy 
Bowie.” 

So reports come and go. The news- 
paper reporters check out each story. 
get the expected denial and form their 
own conclusions 

Th denouement won't be long in com- 
ing, though 


If Pimlico is to follow the fate of 
Havre de Grace, a bill must be passed 
by the Maryland Legislature authorizing 
the transfer of its dates to Laurel and 
Bowie. 

The Legislature convenes in February 
and the session will last for 30 days. 

So if a seemingly harmless bill comes 
up which calls for such authorization. 
the racing world will be able to draw its 
own conclusions, 

My guess as to the master plan for the 
future of Maryland racing is that Bowie 
will operate entirely in the spring and 
Laurel largely in the fall, 

I think Bowie will open the season 
each year in early March with a 50-day 
meeting. Laurel will follow with an ap- 
proximate 15-day session. Then Laurel 
will operate again in the fall, running 
for 35 days—a few days in October, al! 
of November and a few days in Dec- 
ember. 

What would happen to the Preakness. 
Dixie, Special, Futurity, Marguerite, Gal- 
lorette, Black Eyed Susan and other 
annual features? That’s anybody's guess. 
but one thing is certain: The Preakness 
will bring top dollar. 

A race like that has a substantial cash 
value. and the Cohens didn’t make their 
fortunes by passing up opportunities 
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: North Carolina

In adition to his race track interests 
Mori races a stable of horses including 
this year’s outstanding filly Cosmah 
Drayton Comments on Protective Bureau 

Spencer J. Drayton, head of the 
(Thoroughbred Racing Protective Bureau, 
took issue at the TRA Convention in 
Florida with a certain few racing com 
missions which licensed two former 
jockeys despite strong opposition from 
his organization 

Making his tenth annual report to the 
Thoroughbred Racing Association’s 
membership of forty major TRA tracks 
at the Hotel Fontainebleau, Drayton 
said in reviewing the TRPB special re 
port program on "59 individuals who 
are guilty of such serious offenses as to 
have materially injured the sport” that 
These two former jockeys have per- 
petrated such frauds on the public as 
to warrant their continued expulsion 
from racing It is my firm belief”, 
Drayton continued, “it is only by keep- 
ing out such individuals that we are 
going to be able to insure integrity in 
racing 

In reviewing the first ten years of 
operation, Drayton reported that his 
organization has investigated 10,595 
cases resulting in the denials of licenses 
and suspensions of many hundreds of 
individuals. By the same token, Drayton 
reported that many thousands more have 
been granted licenses and clearances 
hased on reports of his investigations 

Drayton reported that “scores of back 
‘round investigations on individuals de 
siring to enter racing are now made 
each year and the volume of such in- 
vestigations has increased ten times 
luring the last ten years.” 

Drayton revealed that the lip tattoo 
method of horse identification which 
has eliminated the ringer problem at 
TRA tracks, is becoming tnternational in 
cope with the adoption of this identify 
ing svstem bv Canada, Puerto Rico, Peru 
and Venezuela. Since the program was 
first instituted in 1947, the TRPB has lip 
tattoo branded 53,874 throughbreds 
Drayton reported 

Citing 84,636 sets of fingerprints in 
the files, Drayton said “The fingerprint 
program continues to be one of the most 
effective preventative steps Through- 
bred racing has taken to guarantee the 
reputable backgrounds of those engaged 
in the sport.”

Imports Prominent Among the Thirty-Eight 
Horses Slated To Enter Stud

A total of 38 new stallions have been 
announced as entering stud in the Unit- 
ed States for the 1956 breeding season. 
This number includes only those an 
nouncements made by Jan. 1, and no 
doubt a few late retirements will add to 
the ultimate total, 

Among the new stud recruits, as is 
true with every crop of new stallions, 
are some of the best runners of recent 
times; and others with racing records 
for one reason or another less disting- 
uished, but with pedigrees or demon- 
strated promise that has led to their be- 
ing given a chance at stud. 

Included in the group are seven im- 
ported stallions, some of which raced 
in this country. Other imports have 
stood abroad before coming to America, 
but are included if this is to be their 
first stud season in this country. 

However, excluded from this list of 
freshman sires are certain other foreign 
stallions which have been purchased by 
American interests, but which will stand 
the 1956 season abroad before crossing 
the seas in time for the 1957 season. 

Seven sires got two of the new stallions 
apiece. These dual “sires of sires” are 
*Blenheim II, Bull Lea, Count Fleet, 
Errard, *Heliopolis, *Nasrullah and Ro- 
man. 

Each of these popular sires of new 
stallions has at least one son standing 
his initial stud season in Kentucky this 
year. Both new stud recruits by Bull 
Lea, *Heliopolis and *Nasrullah will hold 
court in the Blue Grass State. 

New Jersey accounts for the other 
sons of *Blenheim II, Count Fleet and 
Errard. 

The second new ‘stallion by 
will stand in Pennsylvania. 

Two mares produced two of the new 
stallions apiece. These dual “dams of 
sires” are Fire Falls and Glen Line. 

The half brothers out of Glen Line are 
imports who will take up their breeding 
duties in Kentucky. 

One of the half brothers from Fire 
Falls will enter stud in California and 
the other in Washington. 

The new stallions of 1956 are scattered 
through 11 States, seven of which have 
a single fresh stud recruit apiece. 

As usual, Kentucky, with half the total, 
leads all the States in number of new 
stallions. California with five, Virginia 
with four and New Jersey with three 
are the only other States with more than 
one freshman stallion. 

Because of the vast extent of the mod 
ern American breeding industry and the 
consequent heavy annual crop of new 
stallions, space will permit here only 
the briefest notes on each. They are 
listed below in alphabetical order under 
the respective States where they will 


stand. 
CALIFORNIA 

California’s five new stallions for 1956 
are the greatest number for any State 
except Kentucky.

the Garden State. Career Boy however, 
evened the score on other occasions, 
taking the measure of Prince John in the 
Garden State Trial and finishing one 
and fourteen lengths, respectively, ahead 
of Needles and Nail in the Garden State 
itself. 

The three colts closest to Career Boy 
also have another thing in common: 
they were purchased by their present 
oweners before racing. Nail was a pro- 
duct of the Saratoga Sales ring where a 
bid of $20,000 by trainer G. P. “Maje” 
Odom was sufficient to buy the grey son 
of Nirgal; Needles was purchased pri- 
vately as a two-year-old for a reported 
$20,000 by J. C. Dudley and B. T. Heath, 
and Prince John went through the sales 
ring at Keeneland in the Summer of 
1954 for $14;300. 

All three investments proved pro- 
fitable, with all winning more than the 
$118,424 compiled by Career Boy in 
winning 5 of 14 starts. Nail earned 
$239,930, second highest earnings ever 
achieved by a two-year-old, in winning 
5 of 8 starts. The three big wins which 
brought Nail closest to Hasty Road’s 
1953 record of $227,132 were The Futu- 
rity ($100,425), Jamaica’s Remsen ($64,- 
425) and the Pimlico Futurity ($67,980) 
Nail’s only unplacing came in the Garden 
State. 

Needles was never worse than fourth 
in a 10-race career which included wins 
in the Sapling and Hopeful Stakes. The 
bay son of Ponder became the first 
Florida-bred in history to achieve the 
$100,000 mark in earnings when, in his 
last race of the year, he finished third 
in the Garden State. Needles’ earnings 
are $129,805 with 6 wins and 2 thirds. 

Prince John earned the largest single 
purse of the year when he took down the 
$157,918.50 of the Garden State. He 
earned more after that, geting $10,000 
finishing second to Nail in the Remsen, 
to bring his total to $207,818.50 in 9 
starts, Prince John is recovering from a 
broken bone in his right front foot, suf- 
fered in December. He is in Florida, as 
are Nail and Needles. 

Swoon’s Son had the money title sew- 
ed up until Nail won the Pimlico Futu- 
rity on November 19. Going to the post 
13 times, the son of The Doge amassed 
$236,705 by winning seven races and be- 
ing out of the money only when dis- 
qualified from third place in the Haw- 
thorne Juvenile. Swoon’s Son, which did 
all his racing for owner-breeder E. Gay 
Drake in the mid-West, won the Bashford 
Manor, George M. Woolf Memorial, 
Prarie State, and the Arlington and 
Washington Park Futurities. 

Weighted right after the leaders at 
119 pounds are Career Boy’s stablemate, 
Head Man, the winner of the Sanford 
and second in The Futurity; and Bar- 
clay Stable’s Polly’s Jet, winner of six 
straight races before meeting defeat. 

The complete weights, composed of 
28 fillies, 9 geldings and 81 colts, fol- 
lows. Of the total 118 weighted, 61 were 
bred by their owners and 57 have chang- 
ed hands since being foaled.
